Also not taught is a cannula array storage area to which a 
cannula array is transferred from the dispensing head by relative movement of the head 
and support surface as in claim 30, or automatic cannula exchange of claims 37, 40. 

The Robbins reference is silent with respect to changing cannula arrays. 

The CyBio reference is silent with respect to changing cannula arrays. 

The Schoeppe reference uses pipette tips, not a cannula array, which applicant 
distinguishes at p. 3, lines 14-16 of the instant application.
